For of such there ara many, some of them 
occupying exalted and hunourable positions 
with exemplary ability and success, It is 
doubtless presumptacus of us to say 80, in 
the .presonce of such a great nome as 
Lomaroso ; but we suspect that bis schol 
of criminologists have been led astray by an 
‘incomplete sarvey of mankind; Noting in 
the criminal class the symptoms of mental 
deterioration aud physical unhealth, they have 
conneeted cause and effect without stopping 
tu consider if perad venture similur symptoms 


-are—nat—also-ptesant-in—the—noneriminal: 


There are prognathous and wrinkled honest. 
mea, und there, ave eccentric and semi- 
insane men whose morality and deportment 
are above suspicion. Other psychologists, 
not etithralled by this clue of disease and 


-ctiminality, lave noted how thin is the 


dividing line between sanity and insanity. 


“Genius is akin’ to madness," even the 


genius which lives usefully and never forfeits 
the respect. of society. Somorenuavsn’s 
denial of man's power tu mend his character 
is on a par with Lomproso's theory that be 
cannot successfully fight the forces”. of 
heredity, both alike wischievous. The 
Church koows better when it declares that 
we are all inherently criminal, and encour- 
ages us to strive against these. so-called 
tendencies, _ Doubtless : there 
might be some entomoid Lomproso to tell 
his fellow moths that cheir” proganthou, 
antenne impelled them tv fly into the

~ Tako China, for oxample; in 1903 our oxports 
of-cotton fabrics wore valued at only $8,900,0°(, 
while this yeor, if tho proxent rate iamuintaindd, 
it will be nearly forty millions, ;Dho mills can- 
not supply the domond, and grot as is that 
demand, it represents but ao” iusignificnnt 
fraction of the consniing capacity of 400 
millior poople, rich with the siore?-up wealth 
of the contaries, At the preseut rate of export 
‘we avo sending lors than one'yara per capita of 
cotton cloths to theso silk-clad millions.
